Cleo E. Moser, Pacific Electric 
agent here, said that as far as 
he knew this plan was not be- 
ing seriously considered. Mr. 
Moser could not give out any in- 
formation about the causeof the 
eleventh--hour order delaying the 
change.

Agent Gives Details 
of Vast Electric 
System 





A forceful and illuminating pic- 
ture of the vast extent of the 
Pacific Electric system—one of 
the greatest in the whole world— 
was flashed Tuesday noon before 
Upland Rotarians and their guests 
by Cleo Moser, Upland agent, in 
a very interesting half hour talk 
on the workings of the interurban 
lines. 

Tracing the rise of the elec- 
tric lines of the United States 
from the establishment of the 
first one at Richmond, Va., forty 
years ago, Mr. Moser showed the 
great growth of electric trans- 
portation until today there are in 
this country 880 companies with 
42,000 miles of track. The Pa- 
cific Electric had its beginnings 
back in 1895, when the first line 
was built from Los Angeles’ to 
Pasadena, with 104, miles of 
track. The pioneer line to the 
ocean was the one from Los An- 
geles to Santa Monica. In those 
days the various lines that were 
started were all owned by separ- 
ate companies, but in 1911 all the 
companies were consolidated into 
the present P. E. The system 
now has 588 miles, much of it 
with double track and some with 
quadruple, so that the total in 
single tracks would be 1,169 miles. 
Forty-five incorporated cities are 
now served by the P. E. cars. 

Not counting freight, mail or 
express trains, the Pacific Elec- 
tric operates each day 6,500 local 
and interurban trains, and its pay 
roll is over eleven millions of dol- 
lars a year—a vast contribution 
to the commercial life of the 
state. The P. E. ranks third in 
the entire state in the amount of 
freight handled. 

A pleasing sidelight of Mr. Mos- 
er’s talk was his description of 
the famous Mt. Lowe line of»the 
P. E. This unique line—built by 
Prof. Lowe, after whom the 
mountain was also named—is 
known by tourists around tt:2 
world.

One time a scene of feverish 
activity, this picturesque old mine 
has been abandoned for more 
than 75 years when the El Dor- 
ado Development Company took 
it over and made plans for re- 
opening the works. It was in 
1850—the year after the big rush 
that the mine was first opened. 
But the vein was not rich enough 
to make it pay with the machin 
ery then in use, so it was aban- 
doned about a year later.
